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MAIL BANDITS 
HOLD UP CAR, 
FOUR WOUNDED 


Motorcycle Policeman of 
Buffalo Shot Five Times 
_nd Guards Injured 


BUFFALO, N.Y, Oct. 15,—Three} 
bandits who held up a taxicab in| 
which registered mail was being 


transferred between railroad stations 
Jast night were at large today. They 
shot and wounded three guards and a 
policeman and fled in an automobik 
with several sacks of the mail. The 
value of their loot was undetermined 
but poliée did not believe it was very 
large 

An intensive search Was started 
throughout western New York and a 
special watch put on the border to 
keep the bandits from escaping into 
Canada ; 

One of the guards, Ward McCart-

The taxicab, loaded with mail 
which is transferred under a contract 
system, had just left the Delawar

As it halted at a traffic intersection 
the bandit car drew alongside. The 
two men in the front seat waved re- 
volvers at the guards and ordered 
“Stick ‘em up!" The third bandit in 
the rear seat held a sawed-off shot- 
gun. The guards, disobeying the 
comand, reached for their guns and 
the bandits poured a hat! of lead into 
the car 

One of them jumped te the running 
board of the taxi and pushing aside 
the bOay of McCartney, who had col-} 
lapsed over the sacks, threw several 
into the tonneau of his automobile 
Several sacks lying on the floor of the 
taxi under McCartney's body were 
overlooked 

Knocked from Cycle 

The trafic light had changed to 
freen in the meantime, and the bend- 
its sped away down the street. Con- 
nors, attracted by the shots, was 
knocked from his motorcycle at the 
first volley from the escaping bandits 
who then pumped ceveral more shots 
into his body as they sped past 

Lieber and Kavanaugh exchanged
